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Standing room only, was the sight 
which greeted the late comer, at the 
Dramatic entertainment given in the 
Memorial Hall Wednesday, April 29 
under the auspices of the Strathmore 
Dramatic Club. 

There was an aggregation of talent, 
which would do credit to a much lar- 
ger centre than Strathmore, and the 
promoters, directors and the castes 
may justly feel quite elated, over the 
success of the evening. That the en- 
tire entertainment was on a par With 
the best given last year, bespeaks the 
progress which has been achieved, 
and the standard aimed at by those 
interested. 

Four one act Plays, comprised the 
programme, Comparisons are ever in- 
vidious, and in this case none can be 
made, as the Plays were totally differ- 
ent in subject matter, place, time and 
concept, The first— An Irish scene in 
pre-modern days, The second—- An 
Inglish characterization of 1919. The 
third— A fairy tale of all time or no 
time. The fourth— A frolic in Japan 
of tairly recent date, 

“The Land of Heart's Desire,’ pict- 
ured the home life of an Irish family 
of humble circumstances, with some 
of their superstitions, and the play of 
the imagination in hearing voices, 
Which qualities enter so largely into 
the lrish personality, 

The plot develops when the erst- 
while peace of the home is disturbed 
by the yocng daughter-in-law bride 
Mary Bruin, who fails to accede to 
the bidding of Bridget Bruin (the 
mother) to churn, sweep, dust, etc 
but remains absorbed in reading and 
thought. The Reverend Father Hart 
comes to the home and attempts to 
influence the girl bride to take up the 
practical duties’ of the home. Bridget 
Bruin in querulous voice and bitter 
terms denounces Mary to the other 
members who try to persuade her to 
be calm and patient but all unavailing. 
At this stage the Fairy Child appears 
and by soft and luriug.® voige, win- 
some words and tempting promises 
seeks to win the girl bride away to 
scenes of joy, flowers and birds, and 
to the land of dreams fulfiilled, 

The Fairy Child is received into 
the home warmed and fed. In turning 
to go she sees the Crucifix on 
wall, Understanding not its — signifi- 
cance, she falls in fright to the floor 
and here is enacted one of the strong 
dramatic parts of the Play, when in 
agonized voice she crieis to them to 
“hide it away, hide it away”. Father 
Hart gently pleads with her, but with- 


out success, that she knows not of 
what she speaks. 
Here a more forceful voice would 


have added strength to his pleading. 
He looked the part admirably. 

Another strong piece of skillful act- 
ing is shown when Mary Bruin ts 
torn betwixt the pleadings of the 
Fairy Child to follow her, and that of 
the Rev, Father and her husband, 
Shawn Bruin, to stay with them in 
the home. One could feel the hesitat- 
ion and wavering first to the one-- 
then to the other, and finally when 
having made her decision to follow 
the Fairy Child, she falls to the floor, 
dead, 

The devotion of Shawn to his girl 
bride throughout is well taken, Clear- 
er enunciation on the part of Maur- 
teen Bruin would have added, ‘the 
stage setting for the simple home 
was good, the scene of forest out 
through the open door was cleverly 
contrived, and the singing of the 
voices coming from the woodland 
was effective. The costumes for each 
character were well chosen, One 
could feel the husb of the audience 
as some of the more vital parts were 
being enacted. 

There are varied opinions as to 
what the author intended. Did he 
wish merely to paint a word picture 
of the differing types of the Irish 
race? Is it a re-stating of the story of 
Mary and Martha, and Christ's admon- 
ition to Martha? Or is it the eternal 
conflict in the heart of the individual 
of all races? 

“The Boy Comes Home” 

A Play of an entirely different type, 
dealing with the practical realism of 
a man trained through years of Com- 
mercial dealing, to govern his ideas 
and methods of work by _ straight 
business tactics, omitting the 
“dream’— and a young man made 
mentally old over-soon, by the stark, 
horrifying realities of four years of 
War. 

We say it is a realistic Play and 
yet “the dream” is the big part of the 
Play, though this dream required two 
actors. 
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The parts of the women in 
piece were small, but were all 


taken. To the two men, Uncle James 


and Philip, fall the very large — role, 
and they played them excee ting'y 
well, They entered into ci i, .t ot 


tieir respective parts and portrayed 
the type of character they were re- 
presenting, very truly. Both men 
seemed at home in their portrayal, 
Philip with many a sally of dry hum- 
or, but with quiet selt-possessioin, 
gains control of each situation, which 
all just naturally accept, after a little 
demurring on the part of Aunt Emily 
and the Maid as to “what Mrs Higgins 
{ will say” and she “stern creature” 
succumbs too as also 
James. 

The scene is a comfortably furnish- 
pes living room in London, just alter 
the war.

45. In a very viviid dream of Uncle 
| James, in which his state of mind 


‘traverses all the degrees from expect- 
ing Philip to return as he left, a boy, 
willing and glad to accept the bidding 
and advice of his uncle—to that of 
seeing him as a thoughtful mature 
man, Where in his dream conversation 
with Philip, he is made to realize 
that things or people are no longer as 
they were and that toleration and co- 
operation must take the place ol 
threat and force.. The quiet self-pos- 
session of Philip and this quaking 
fear and appeal of uncle James in 
the revolver scene, are admirably act- 
ed, The make up of uncle James was 
very good indeed barring at too form- 
al attire for morning wear. 

Omitting the Mikado, this Play was 
voted by most as the piece de resis- 
tancce, 

When uncle James awakened from 
his very vivid dream he is a changed 
man, and so deeply 1s he affected by 
his experience, that he is docilely pre: 
pared to meet Philip more than half 
way in any arrangement they discuss. 

The effect of night light during the 
dream was well devised. 

We make bold, to take issue with 
jthe author in that not many, if any, 
,dreams are dreamed through to such 
a logical conclusion, Usually some 
absurd side line breaks in on the con- 
tinuity of our sleeping thoughts, and 
distorts the logica sequence. 

“The Sad Tale of the Tarts of The 

Terrible Queen of Hearts”
